PREFACE 

The phenomenal growth of examinations conducted by the 
University of the State of New York is almost entirely due to 
the revised system of 1891 and well illustrates the ease with 
which the schools respond to new requirements. The fifth 
examination in 1893 was held at 386 different points in the 
state and required 277000 question papers, an increase of 
62000 over those printed for the corresponding examination in 
1892. As the use of the examinations is entirely voluntary 
with each school, the growth indicates that the question papers, 
notwithstanding recognized imperfections, give general satis- 
faction. 

Last year an official annual volume, containing all question 
papers of the preceding academic year, was issued for the first 
time. The value of this experiment is demonstrated by the 
fact that the edition of 1000 copies has been completely 
exhausted. It is deemed advisable, therefore, to publish for 
the academic year 1893 a similar annual, which will be sent 
postpaid to any address for 50c, receipts being used to pay for 
binding and for part of the printing. 

Those unfamiHar with this examinations' system will find a 
full explanation in the annual handbook, which is sent free to 
applicants. 

The question papers in academic subjects are those used for 

regents* credentials in New York academies and high schools. 

, The medical examinations are those prescribed by law for 

f license to practise medicine in New York state. 

^ The law examinations are those given to candidates for the 

degree of LL. B. 

The extension papers represent examinations given in regents* 
centers at the end of the course of 10 lectures.

The question papers in library science are those used in the 
library school in connection with the state library, where 
librarians, assistants and cataloguers, receive professional 
training. 

Blanks for suggestions and criticisms relative to the character 
and scope of the examinations, are furnished with each set of 
question papers. The reports are tabulated, and each criticism 
and suggestion is carefully considered before the papers for the 
next examination are printed. It is the aim of the University 
in these examinations to test, as far as practicable, the thought- 
power of candidates, and to require the exercise of reason, 
judgment and common sense. With intelligent criticisms and 
suggestions from all persons interested in this work the Uni- 
versity can approximate the desired standard.

2 Divico said that if the Roman people should make peace with the 
Helvetii they (the Helvetii) would go into that part where Caesar 
should wish (should have wished) them to be. 10 

3 Not only was the com in the fields not ripe, but there was not at 
hand a large enough supply even of fodder. 8 

4 Of the one of these two factions the Haedui held the first place ; 
of the other, the Arverni. 6 

5 They did not cease to flee before they came to the Rhine. 4 

6 Caesar pitched his camp three miles from the camp of the 
enemy. 4 

7 Caesar thought that he ought not to hear ambassadors or accept 
terms from those who, after having sought peace, had voluntarily made 
war. 10 

8 The Helvetii began to press upon and attack our men in the rear. 
Caesar, as soon as he observed that, withdrew his forces to the nearest 
hill and sent the cavalry to check the attack of the enemy. He him- 
self meanwhile drew up a triple line of four veteran legions on the mid- 
dle of the hill ; but he arrranged on the summit two legions which he 
had very recently enrolled and all the auxiliaries. He ordered the bag- 
gage to be collected into one place and that place to be protected. 
The Helvetii, having driven back our cavalry, advanced below our first 
line. Caesar, the horses having been removed that the hope of flight 
might be destroyed, exhorted his men and began battle. The soldiers, 
having hurled the javelins from the higher position, easily broke through 
the enemy^s phalanx. That being scattered, they made an attack on 
them with drawn swords. 48

This arose first 
from the tribunes of the soldiers, the prefects and the remaining [ones] 
who, having followed Caesar from the city for the sake of friendship, 
had not great practice in military science. By the fear of these, 
gradually even the soldiers and centurions and those who had command 
over the cavalry were disturbed. Of these those who wished to be 
considered less timid said that they did not fear the enemy but were 
afraid of the difficulties of the journey and the greatness of the forests 
which intervened between them and Ariovistus. 52

Viridovix ruled over these and held 
the chief command of all those states which had revolted ; and in these 
few days the Aulerci, the Eburovices and the Lexovii, having put to 
death their senate, because they (the senate) were unwilling to be the 
authors of the war, closed the gates and united with Viridovix, and 
besides a great multitude whom the hope of plundering and the desire 
for waging war called from agriculture and daily labor had assembled from 
Gaul. Sabinus kept himself in the camp, although Viridovix had en- 
camped opposite him at a space of two miles, and daily, leading out his 
forces, gave opportunity for fighting ; so that Sabinus not only came 
into contempt with the enemy but was even upbraided by our soldiers. 5 2
